Ins ninety-seventh birthday at Blairs- 
town, among his friends, neighbors find 
three generations uf descendants, is one of 
the most interesting arid patriarchal fig- 
ures in his native country, or perhaps in 
tlm world. For more than half a, century 
lie has been one of the leading business 
men in the country, and for more than a 


rtcr of a century oncof the richest men 


in the world, his fortune being estimated 
at from $50,000,000 to 
$tOO,OUO,0(JO, every

leg! Lim.ite-business channels, creating other; 
wealth on Us way tu him, as well as after- 
it "bad reached liishaiids.llo was a builder^ 
up from the beginning; it was thy keynuto; 
oi bis entire life, and, considered as the' 
work uf an individual, hh achievements in 
this direction were colossal. While.hi: re- 
uiaiued in acliun hccuuld travel uvcrsume 
thousands of miles of railroad '..which he, 
!iad himself built without over bonding or 
mortgaging any uf -them, and all of which 
liad at. sonic time been his undivided prop- 
erty, lie is probably the oldest great cap- 
italist, uuw living or who lias lived since.

"Ijil on moil" woro bis dellant 
words, and MaltreLabori—whether wisely 
or not from Ills client's point ot view, who 
has bcsccched his counsel to lot Morcici- 
aud tho general staff alone—has accented 
Mcicicr's challenge. 
The hater's criminal audacity in en- 


deavoring, through General Clianoinc, to 
inlliienco the court by a falsified docinncnt 
which ho hoped would be communicated 
to it unknown to Captain Drpylns -or his 
counsel, thereby repealing his tactics of 
IS!)!, has caused a profound impression in 
Paris, and shows what desperate means 
are being used to secure tlio prisoner's 
condemnation—tho condemnation which 
the protorian generals ot tlio former gen- 
eral staff have", according to good author- 
ity, boon counting upon 
to givo them 


such a moral.victory and prestige that, ill 
conjunction with the decplylanl National- 
ist and Royalist plot (of whicli the melo- 
dramatic anti-Semitic dcli.luco of Oiiorin 
at "Fort" Chabrol is but one provocative 
episode) to precipitate street 
lighting, 


Mcrcier or Uogot might have become "tho 
man on horseback," prepared to under- 
take tlic role ol a Monk or a Cromwell, as 
might best suit his convenience. May not 
this also explain thu attempted assassina- 
tion of Labori? Tins plan was nipped in 
the bud by Labori's forensic onslaught 
upon Mcrcier, who was by Iho'advocate's 
masterful questioning brought to bay and 
now stands discredited, even with the 
Reactionists, Clericals and Nationalists. 
Had it not been for Labor!, lie might have

THE SITUATION AT RENNES. 


It is ridiculous at tills stage of tlic pro- 


ceedings to suppose that if tlie prosecution 
josscused any crushing facts or documents 
ncriniinating Dreyfus, such evidence would 
lot already have been put befoi-e tlie coui-t 
by zealous witnesses like Mcrcier, Bois- 
tloftre, Oouso, Roget and tlioir acolytes. 
Eliminating tlio documents now known to 
liavo been forged or falsified, setting aside 
tliceonliicting testimony of handwriting 
experts—and especially the cabalistic pros- 
tidigitarian rcprcaentatious of M. Bortil- 
on, whicli, oven if they were understood 
by the court, and hia conclusions accepted, 
might be lulcrprotcd as showing that Es- 
Lorhazy wrote the bordereau quite as plaus- 
ibly as that Captain Dreylns wrote it- 
sitting the tedious chapters of. unsupported 
affirmation!), ot irrelevant malicious chat- 
ter and erratic inventions, one tlnds that 
only two points creating a presumption of 
Captain Dreyfus's guilt have been estab- 
lished by the prosecution.

ELHGTU1G1T.Y STOPS BLEEDING. 


One ot tho most, difficult, of. surgical 


problems has always been tbo devising of 
'means to stop excessive bleeding of pa- 
tients during operations. -The 
electric 


current has been used for several years, 
with a view to bringing about that con- 
dition of heat which 13 necessary in order 
to cause the blood to clnt and so act as a 
block to the mouth of blccdiug vessels, ar- 
resting hemorrhage. 
This, indeed,.has resulted in the utiliza- 


tion ol the electric cautery, as it is called 
in certain operations, the platinum, wire 
al red or-almost •.white.iboat even sup- 
planting 
the knife, bceanso . it burns 


•through tho tissues and at the same time 
prevents tire 
wound bleeding to any 
great exlcnt. This effect .of beat was, in- 
deed, known to our ancestors, who used 
red hot.irons or boiling pitch to scar the 
surface ot the iicsb after thoir operations, 
thus causing an immense amount of snl- 
feriug to the patient, before Iho days of 
chloroform. 
A now adaptation of- this use ol elec- 
tricity for the. purposo of stopping bleed- 
ing has been devised by enclosing a pl.it- 
initm wire in a pair of forceps or other in- 
strument, the wire being isolated in abed 
of burnt pi|K> clay, and • an soon-.as the 
bleeding vessel is seized by the forceps 
and coinpi-raacd in tho ordinary way an 
electric,current.is turned on, whose effect 
is so great that the tissues and the walls 
the blo'jd 'vessels arc .all agglutinated, so 
that the blood Is no lougcr able to pass.

A woman inventor o£ Bradford, Kng- 


land, lias designed a most ingenious ap- 
paratus for the removal of wool from 
skins by electricity. This is au interest- 
ing example of what a woman inventor 
can do when she sots her mind at work on 
some practical problem. The machine cou- 
sistso f un electric cautery or Ilcsbing 
knife in such a handy form tb at 'the' wool 
may bii shorn or cut rapidly from the skin 
without injuring either the wool or the 
pelt. ElciiUlc cables pass through the han- 
dle and are connected to the two terminals. 
Prom this the current Is passed through 
,i wire of platinum-indium which is Lluis 
rendered Incandescent. 
Tho wire is fast- 


ened to and supported by a highly refrau 
fcory substance especially mado for tho 
purpose, the current returning about (!U 
amperes at a pressure, of four volts. The 
method of removing {the wool, says tho 
English Electrical Engineer, is to push tho 
cautery along tho surface of the skiu. The 
red-hot knife mows down the wool, and 
the- only limit to thu speed with which tho 
work can be done is the deftness of tho 
operator. Tuu 
work 
is performed so 


quickly that the heat In no way injure:-, 
the »kin:or tho wool.'f It is without dmibt 
a very ingenious and valuable invention.
